Boston Also Gobd Example. 
Take the case of Boston, for example. 
The people of that port are alive to their 
need of proper harbor facilities. They have 
not obtained all they want, but they are at 
least well on the way so to do. There has 
been spent to date on improvements at this 
point a little more than $4,000,000, and con- 
grese has approved a project which will cost 
‘about $8,000,000 more and will be completed 
within a few years. 

The effect of the improvements already 
made has been phenomenal. The foreign ex- 
porte and imports for the port of Boston 
during the calendar year ending last De- 
cember amounted in value to $178 ‘75,517, an 
increase of $106,788,996 over the y ation in 
1867, when the systematic improvement of 
channels was begun. As to the effect of im- 
provements on freight rates, general Man- 
agers of the principal foreign steamship lines 
entering this port state that about thirty 
years ago steamers were employed with a 
foaded draft of from twenty to twenty-four 
feet. At present there are ships using the 
harbor with a draft of more than thirty-three 
feet. But not only in size of steamers, which 
means, of course, larger cargoes, has Boston 
benefited by the improvements. Accord- 
ing to official reports freight rates are about 
60 per cent less than they were fifteen or 
twenty years ago. The use of a larger class 
of steamers is regarded as having had a‘di- 
rect influence upon reduction in the rates. 


Competes Ably with New York. 

Boston does not keep a wealthy and pop- 
Ulous territory, such as that which lies at 
the doors of Chicago. It is true that a great 
deal of freight is breught by railroads from 
the interior and shipped to Europe through 
Boston. It is true, likewise,.that a large 
quantity of freight is sent by Europe via 
Boston to the interior. ; 

But the important fact to remember, is that 
Boston has been able to develop and even 
te flourish in spite of competition with the 
Bplendid port of New York,.and engineering 
Officers assert that provision of a good harbor 
ig directly responsible for the city’s com- 
mercial prosperity. Hed the improvements 
not been made, Boston today would be mere- 
ly a local port serving New England. Freight 
Yates in that section would be higher, in con- 
Béquence of the control which the ral . 
Would be able to exercise, 

Realization of this fact was responsible for 
the insistent demand which the congressmen 
representing Massachusétts made, that adé- 
quate appropriations be made by the federal 
government for improving the Boston harbor.

A jury which debated and balloted from 
11:30 o’clock last night until 2-o'clock this 
morning failed to reach a verdict in the case 
of Vincent and Joseph Altman, accused in- 
cendiaries and bomb throwers. 

Judge Tuthill, convinced of the inability of 
the jurymen to reach an early agreement, left 
for his residence at the latter hour. 

He will be in his court.room at 10 o'clock 
today to receive any verdict or to give fur- 
ther instructions to the jury. 

After the departure of the judge the jury 
was taken to ite sléeping quarters. The 
balliffs in charge sald no verdict had been 
reached. 


Four Ballots Taken? 
One rumor was that four ballots had been 
taken and that the jury was divided nearly 
evenly. Another was that one or more men 
were holding out for acquittal. 
The failure either to acquit or convict im- 
mediately was an equal disappointment to 
both the defendants and the state. 
The Altman brothers had asserted their ex- 
pectation of eating a real dinner of thanks- 
giving today. State’s Attorney Benedict 
Short had expressed confidence of a speedy 
decision. 
The desire of the jurymen themselves 1o 
dine with their own families today had en- 
tered into the expectations of both sets of 
attorneys. 
At the end of a day of exciting testimony . 
Judge Tuthill declared that he was resolved 
that the case should not go over Thanks- 
giving day. A hurried conference resulted 
in both sides agreeing to close the case, even 
thoagh an all night session were necessary. 
The arguments of counsel, lasting from T 
o’clock in the evening until shortly before 
.11:300'clock, when Assistant State’s Attorney 
Short closed the final argument for the state, 
werereplete with charges and counter charges 
of plots and conepiracies, and Attorney James 
T. Brady, for the defense, was particularly 
pointed in his references to the police. '

Sister Receives a Letter. 


Mrs. John Love, a sister of Deans, at whose 
home he lived and whose husband was killed 
in the third vein, received a letter from Deans 
yesterday. The letter bore a Chicago post- 
mark and jn it Deans told his sister that he 
was going to leave Chicago at once, but did 
not know where he was going. He said he 
probably would return to Cherry some time. 
No hint was made in the letter as to his rea- 
son for leaving Cherry without saying « 
word of farewell to his relatives or friends. 

* Bob wént away because the mine officials 
kidnaped him,”’ said Mrs. Love lastnight. - 

“He was given money to pay his expenses 
and forced to leave me without any means of 
support. The night of the fire he was taken 
down to the Cherry bank, where he remained 
for six hours, until after midnight, with rep- 
resentatives of the St. Paul Coal company. 
He gave them a statement of what occurred 
in the mine #mmediately before and after 
the fire started. My brother got out of the 
mine after dropping half conscious to the 
floor of the level, but was in no manner re- 
sponsible for the fire. From the first he was 
told that he had better leave the city before 
he got into trouble on account of the part he 
had in starting the fire. 

‘“ He never left the house from the time the 
fire started until Thursday night, as he feared 
for his life. He told me he was warned that 
unless he left Cherry he would be taken toa 
tree, tied there, and horsewhipped. He also 
was told that foreign cutthroats would at- 
tack him with knives and kill him. 


Large Torches in Mine. 


- The true story of how the mine caught 
on fire was told me by Bob. He saféthat for 
three weeks previous to the fire the electric 
light wires had been useless and that large 
torches were hung in the mine in their places. 

" Alexander Hosenjack was the crger in 
charge and Bob worked under him. He took 


The oi] from the lamp fell on the car, con- 
taining five bales of hay, and set it on fire. 

“Bob tried to force the car into a sump, 
where the fire could have been put out with 
a hose if there had been enough water. 

“* Rosenjack was taken away from Chefry 
directly afterward. John Crowley, the mine 
engineer, has also left the village. 

“'The night Bob was taken away the man 
who came to the house would not say a word 
when I was tn the room, but talked freely 
the minute I left. Bob went away without 
saying a word to me.”

MINE UNION OFFICIALS SEE 
DENEEN INLONG CONFERENCE 


Recommendations for Safeguards in 
Call for Special Session. 


Springfield, Ill., Nov. 24.—[Special, ]—A long 
conference was held today between the offi- 
clals of the state mine workers and Gov. 
Deneen, in which the governor was asked to 
do all in his power to carry out the the ree- 
ommendations submitted ‘to him by the offi- 
cials for the prevention of future mine disas- 
ters like the one at*Cherry. It is hoped by 
the miners that the governor will embody 
these ideas in his call for a specias session of 
the legislature. 

The recommendations made by the officials 
are that all mines be equipped with fire fight- 
ing devices, standpipes, and hore, and that 
mule stables shall either be placed outside 
the mine or be made of fireproof material. 

Secretaty Martin Bolt of the state mining 
board returned today from Cherry. where 
he had been watching the work of rescue: of 
the bodies of the burned miners. He stated 


among the miners there over the methods 
rescue employed beyond the normal amount 
of criticism which would be expected. He 
corroborated the statement that President 
Newsam of the board, who is in charge of the 
rescue work, is exerting every effort tor 
haste, and that only chronic critics are offer- 
ing unpleasant suggestions. 

Assurance of harmony between the mine 
inspectors and the management of the mine 
was received by Gov. Deagen in the follow- 
ing telegram: — 

* Notwithstanding rumors to the contrary, 
the state mine inspectors and the manage- 
ment of our company have been at all times:

| FIREMEN mae OF BLUNDERS 


IN RESCUE WORK AT CHERRY. 


Blame Crew Manning Ventilating Fan 
for Careless Manipulation Which 
Almost Cost Their Lives in Shaft. 


The fight against fire nest by the Chicago 
firemen fn the depths of the Cherry mine 
of the &t. Paul Coal company and the sec- 
ond blunder in reversing the ventilating fan. 


a blunder which occurred early last Friday | 
, morning and endangered the lives of a dozen 


firemen, were described by members of the 
first delegation of firemen, who returned to 
Chicago yesterday. The returned men were 
free in condemning the:management of the 
work of rescue and pointed to the difficulties 
which they. encountered as evidence of lack 
of discipline and authority in the work. 

The first blunder in reversing the great 
fan cost the lives of twelve nen, members 
of the rescuing party who went down just 
after the fire had biased forth. The secend 
blunder was of the same character. Among 
the firemen whose lives were endangered 
was Capt. Thomas T. Kenny of engine com- 
pany No. 40. 

“ Several other men and I went down into 
the mine to fight the fire,” he said. “ The 
La Sallé fire company was getting ite pres- 
sure from several tanks on flat cars. When 
they shifted from one of their tank cars to 
another, upon emptying the first, for some 
reason the air fan at the top of the air shaft 
was stopped. In a moment we were choking 
and gaaping for air, It wasawful. We near- 

suffocated, but hastened to give the sig- 
nai to be pulled up into the open air... When 
the fan again was turned on we descended 
to fight the fire,” 
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nda heap of bodies near the cast end es- 

to number from 90 to 100. The ex- 

slorére ‘counted up to eighty bodies.and 
were compelled to stop on account of the 


foulness of the air.

‘Dead Miners Made Fight. 
The dead miners in the third vein were 


near the air shaft and evidently had made | 


a desperate fight for life. They had con- 
structed wooden fans to keep out the poison- 
ous black damp and otherwise had struggled 
against approaching death. On a little piece 
of slate found by the side of one of the bodies 
had been written: 

“ We are all here together, 160, 46, 37.” 

Just what was meant by the numbers is 
not known. There were only eighty-five 
men in the third vein when the fire started 
in the mine. It Is not thought possible that 
more than this number are dead in the lower 
level. The other bodies are believed to be 
in the east end of the second level. The 
tunnel in this part of the mine extends east- 
ward for more than a mile, and it is said 
that the bodies probably are behind a num- 
ber of falle or caveins. 

State Mining Inspector James Taylor nearly 
lost his Hfe yesterday, when a portion of 
the roof in the east tunnel fell, near where 
he was standing. The cavein created a panic 
in the rescuing party and every one fled to 
the main shaft. Inspector Taylor was left 
Volunteers for the rescue work are 
scarce. 

Volunteers Hard to Obtain. 

The company fs offering premiums to work- 
men, in order to get them to enter the mine. 
Knowledge of the danger is kept from them 
and they are not permitted to know the con- 
ditions existing in the tunnel. { 

“We are trying to protect the men in 
every possible way,’ said General Superin- 
tendent Taylor. “It ts hard to get them to 
enter the mine because of the prevailing fear 
that they may be cut off by a cavein. We 
now are putting all. our efforts to fighting 
a fire which ie threatening the main shatt. 
We are absolutely certain there are no living 
miners in the tunnel. We want to make the 
shaft safe before we attempt to get out the 
bodies. It is better to protect the living than 
to recever the Geet.”

The office of governor was offered to Jus- 
tice Mills, following conferences between 
Postmaster General Hitchcock and National 
Committeeman Solomon Luna of New Mex- 
ico with the president and the latter with 
Secretary Ballinger. 


Long New Mexican Citizen. 

For upwards of twenty years Justice Mills 
has been a resident of the territory 6f New 
Mexico, so that his appointment is said to 
be in the strictest sense a local one. The 
new governor's family came originally from 
New Haven, Conn., and the new appointee

President’s Procedure in Case Gratify- 
ing to Persons Concerned, 


Washing oh, D. C., Nov. 24.-—[Special.J— 
President Taft's method of obtaining unan!- 
mous support for any proposition in which 
he is directly interested, has never been bet- 
ter illustrated than the way he is proceed- 
ing in filling the vacancy which éxists in the 
Supreme court of the United States. 

As is well known, the president desires to 
appoint Judge Horace H. Lurton of Tennes- 
see to this important office. But the judge 
is sixty-six years of age, and, having had 
more than ten years’ service on the bench, 
would be entitled to retire at 70, even if pro- 
moted to the higher place. 


‘Consults Committee and_Justices. 

In order to obviate objections to his ap- 
pointment, the president has been sending 
for members of the judiciary committee of 
the senate and for justices of the Supreme 
court. The former have been dropping in at 
the White house one by one, and the latter 
seem to hunt in pairs. 

It is not unusual for the president to con- 
sult with the Supreme court with reference 
to the appointment of a new member, but the 
consideration the president is showing in the 

instance is highly gratifying to Chief 
Justice Fuller and his associates. It is inder- 
stood they have informed the president that 
they would welcome Laipton’s appointment. 
Bo, ae the judiciary. committee is con- 
peorine if there is little doubt it will recom- 
mend favorably the confirmation of Lurton’s 
nominatfon. 


“Moody Wot to Work This Winter. 

Information: has. reached Washington that 
Associate Justice William H. Moody will not 
return to his duties this winter and may not 
reappear upon the bench before next fall. 
Mr. Moody is suffering from a severe attack 
of rheumatism and his physicians have or- 
dered a complete rest.

Again, while it has been claimed, that 
the lerds have no power to amend or 
alter a money bill, a claim never recog- 
nized by. them, despite many precedents, 
the right to reject it altogether is un- 
doubted. Prudence and wisdom may be 
important in every instance, but the eon- 
stitutional and legal authority remains. 
In the present instance not rejection but 
a referendum is the plan. There is no 
evidence, it is alleged, that the govern- 
ment propositions are acceptable to the 
people, and before such revolutionary 
ideas are made into laws the people 
should have a chance to express their 
opinion. 

Furthermore, the budget providing rev- 
enues' for a given year is one thing. A 
bill providing not alone annual revenues 
but also permanent legislation is entirely 
different. That is what this budget does, 
It is called a monstrous illustration of 
“tacking.” Land valuation bills and li- 
censing bills, rejected as independent 
measures, are being pushed ta passage 
under the guise of budget provisions. 
Three things, it is said, are sought: 

The breaking up of landed estates, 
great and small, by special taxes. 

The confiscation of liquor licenses witb- 
out compensation to holders by the impo- 
sition of prohibitory duties. 

The disposing of accumulations of per- 
sonal property. by the imposition of heavy 
death duties. : 

There is said to be nothing in the clatih- 
that the suspension of the budget pend- 
ing a referendum vote will occasion 
special confusion. Less than @ tenth 
of the revenues is involved, the bulk 
being regulated by permanent statutes. 
It is contended that for the slight confusion 
the blame cannot rightly rest upon the 
peers but rather upon the government par- 
ty, which has brought on the crisis by its 
inclusion in the budget of distinctly so- 
cialistic schemes which must be thwarted 
by the rea] friends of the English people. 

This, in the main, is the attitude of the 
majority in the upper house. Tus Tris- 
une has already“ commented upon the 
constitutional aspects as urged by the 
dominant party in the commons. Wheth- 
er the coming fight be made on the details 
of the budgct bill or on the larger con- 
stitutional question, it is apparent that it 
will be a bitter one whose outcome cannot 
be predicted. 


‘THE POPULAR MUSIC PROBLEM. 

The letter of “Francesco” touching 
“popular concerts,” printed in a recent 
issue of Tum Tripuns, contains an im- 
portant suggestion—namely: that better 
provision should be made for the eager 
music lovers who throng the galleries at 
the Thomas orchestra concerts and the 
Sunday afternoon concerts at the Audi- 
torilum. The writer in question - says: 
“You may be certain that any man or 
woman who climbs Saturday after Satur- 
day to the gallery of Orchestra hall goes 
for the music’s sake and not to exhibit a 
gown or a hat, a coiffure or a diamond 
necklace.”

The earl 
died without male issue, and, while his earldom became 
extinct, his barony of Polwarth passed to his daughter, 
Lady Diana, and on her death to her son, by her mar- 
riage with Walter Scott of Harden—namely, Hugh 
Scott, who became sixth lord of Polwarth and eleventh 
laird of Harden. He assumed the additional patronymic 
of Hepburn in consequence of the estates of the Hep- 
burns of Humble having descended to him through 
Helen Hepburn,. countess of Tarras, his great-grand- 
mother. The present Lord Polwarth is his grandson. 

While Lord Polwarth is only eighth lord of Polwarth 
and the thirteenth laird of Harden, he is ®venty-third 
fn lineal descent from Uchtred Fitzscott, who flourished 
in the reign of David I. of Scotland, and was witness 
to the two charters granted by him to the abbeys of 
Holyrood and Selkirk tn the years 1126 and 1130, As 
guch Lord Polwarth claims the chieftainship of all the 
Scotts in Scotland, his point being that the Scott family 
of which the duke of Buccleuch and Queensberry is the 
chief is descended only in. the female line from Sir Rob- 
ert Scott, the founder of the Buccleuch branch. The 
master of Polwarth is indebted for his title of
